Columbus. O., Nov. 4.— The apathy 
that prevailed during the present cam- 
paign continued up to the eve of the 
•lection. The campaign in Ohio was 
M qul«t aa it was short. Tho falling 
off of the registration In ttio larrup 
cUles, tlic unusually indrfinilo indica 
tlon of the poll books and the general 
lack of interest have put the leaders 
to guessing. While the Republicans 
are confident of winning, they fear the 
small vote may greatly reduce the 
pluralities they t'.xiv ( ted on the state 
ticket and probably make the result 
In the legislature close on joint ballot 
for senator. The Democrats are de 
pending on the traditional results of 
"off-years" In Ohio and on their oppo- 
nents being the greater sufferers from 
the shortage in the vote. They say 
the Republlians are having troubles 
In all the larger cities on which they 
depend for their pluralities, that the 
rural districts are Democratic and not 
dtotarlMd bf local dlfflcoltlca as the 
cltlM. Local affairs enter Into the 
electron more than usually. Besides 
a full state ticket and members of the 
legislature there are full county tick- 
ets. In Cincinnati, the vote on the 
extension of the lease of the Cincin- 
nati Sottthem raUroad Is a most im- 
portant factor. In CleTCland, Mayor 
Johnson's taxation theories and fac- 
tional troubles complicate th(> sltua 
tlon. In Toledo the old centennial 
controversy and In Columbus "local 
option" and other comrlicatlons are 
diverting attention from both national 
and state iss\ies. 

In his last appeal tu voters C!ialr- 
man Dick of the Kejjublican state com- 
mittee repeated the keynote of stand- 
ing by the prlnclpbs of McKlnley and 
supporting President Roosevelt in car- 
rying out the saibo. Chairman Dirk 
predicts a larger RepnbUcan plurality 
than two years ago and a majority of 
11 senators and of 30 representatlv(-3, 
or 41 on Joint ballot if a full voi-: Id 
cast throughout the state. 

Secretary OllUam and Colonel W. 
A. Taylor of the Democratic commit- 
tee, estimate the reverse and Taylor 
gives figures on a mathematical calcu- 
lation of percentages la the shortage 
of the vote. 

Oetham's Fierce Battle. 

New York. Nov. 4. — Save for the 
financial preparation for marshaling 
forces at the polls Tuesday the muni- 
pal campaign is at an end. Setb Low 
and Edwar4 M. Sbepard, the rival 
candidates (or mayor, Justice William 
Travers. fUsionist nominee for district 
attorney of New York county and 
the oilier leaders on the two tickets 
matle their last speeches Monaay. 
Bolu sides are determined to bring 
out the heaviest vote possible and to 
that end the organisers will devote all 
of their time until the perils dose. The 
eve of the election finds both sides ap- 
parently confident. The Democrats 
claim victory for the entire city tick- 
et by from 30,000 to 40,000 majority, 
ifhlle the tusionista advance practical- 
ly the same claim. The (uslonlsts as- 
sert that they are certain of the de- 
feat of Robert A Van Wyck, the pres- 
ent mayor, who is a candidate for Jus- 
tice of the supreme court. They also 
express great confidence in their abil- 
ity to elect Bdward M. Grout as comp- 
troller.

The law yers here "jes' laughed" when 
they read Uurbin'a letter, because, as one 
expfssaed it, he either did not read the 
proceedings and opinion of the Court of 
A ppeals or else got a lot of mieinforma- 
tion from some prejudiced 80urc». If he 
did read the proceedings of all the trials 
here are some things they say he over- 
looked : 

Henry Youtsey, proved to have been 
frtquently in Powers's office with a gnn 
and fre(iuently consulting with Taylor 
just prior to the killing, was given a life 
sentence, and never even-asked a Repub- 
lican Court of Appeals for a rehearing, 
and is now in the peniteatiary.

Out of over 800 exceptions to Judge 
Cantrill's rulings in Power's first trial a 
Repabliean Oonrt of Appeals only 
sustained three, and these three were on 

comparatively minor points. A record 
that any J udge under such trying circum- 
stances might be proud of and certainly 
not a record that shows Cantrill was un- 
fair.
